With respect to your email to Derek Kincaid below regarding the duty suspension of bills on three products imported
by Air Products, H.R. 4256: Ancamine 2422 Curing Agent, a new entry; H.R. 4267: Epilink 701; and H.R.
4354: Ancamine 2432. 

After consulting with various Huntsman associates we have concluded that we have domestically produced products
that would compete with the products referenced in H.R. 4256 (Ancamine 2422) and H.R. 4354 (Ancamine 2432).
